It must be evident that the enor- 
mous shortage in fats in the Central 
Empires and neutral countries would 
immediately upon peacesresult In ad- 
ditional demands for pork products | 
which, on top of tha heavy shipments 
to the Allies, would tend materially 
to increase the American exports, ine} 
asmuch ag no considerable reservoir of 
supplies exists outside of the United 
States. Jt seems probabje that the 
present prospective supplies would be 
inadequate to meet this world demand : 
with the return to peace. So far as jt 
is possible to interpret this fact, It ap- | 
pears that there should be even 2 
stronger demand for pork products 
after the war, and therefore any alarm 
of hog producers as to the effect of 
peace Is unwarranted by the outlook. 

In the light of these circumstances 
it ig the conclusion of the conference 
that attempts to hold the price of hogs 
to the price of corn may work out to 
the disadvantage of pork producers. 
It 1s the conclusion that any Interpre- 
tation of the formula should be a 
broad gauged policy applied over a 
long period. Jt is the opinion of the
